New York Has Put the Stamp on Him 
and Now St. Louis Dares Ap- 
plaud—At the Columbia. 


A Ben Hur chariot race, minus the cha- 
riots, furnished the climax of stage realism 
at the Olympic Theater last night. There 
were the same madly galloping horses and 
the same moving Coliseum; but in place of 
the charioteer the central figure was a sin- 
ewy, sinuous woman, standing erect on two 
horses, with her hair streaming in the wind, 
applying the whip with all the vigor of an 


excited jockey. 

The woman was Mrs. Minnie Tittell 
Brune, and the play was Sardou’s ‘““Theo- 
dora,’ in which the late Lillian Olcott made 
the great success of her brilliant and alto- 
ge ‘ther too brief career. 

‘Theodora’ is the one Sardou play not 
familiar to the theater-goers of today, an 
Mrs. Brune was as unknown to the Oly m- 
pic audience last night as the play. But both 
seored a success, roe before the week is 
over both will be much better known to the 
St. Louis public. 

It may be stated that, as her name on the 
bills implies, Mrs. Brune was formerly Min- 
nie Tittell, and whatever of reputation she 
may have is of the West- _the far West. She 
has been successful there, both on the legit- 
imate and vaudeville stage. Her work last 
night showed that her training in the latter

She over-acted the part last 
night. That must be admitted, but I have 
net seen an actress in many a day who 
could have so well done half a dozen dif- 
ferent things. Mrs. Brune showed d gnity 
in the opening scene when as Emp. ess 
‘Theodora’ she received the foreign en- 
voys. Five minutes later she was doing a 
wild Egyptian dance that in itself was as 
artistic as dances whieh have made nu- 
merous vaudeville stars famous. In the 
next scene she is a loving, coquettish 
woman and a few minutes later a tig.ess 
ind a murderess. Almost before you have 
time to think, she is again the Empress and 
in the quickness of a dark change you see 
her standing erect on the back of two m: id- 
ly galloping horses. In the last act she is 
again the tigress, but the tigress in love. 

And in these varied parts, while she does 
not fill all the possibilities, she does well. 
I know of no one who could do all equally 
well. There are half a dozen actresses who 
could do some parts better, but these same 
actresses could not play the other scenes at 

all. Therefore Mrs. Brune’s ability, it 
seems to me, is the greater. 

Melbot nae MacDowell, as Andreas, plays 
the leading male part. He is the same 
MacDowell we so often saw supporting 
Fanny Davenport; but without her to re- 
strain him he allows his mannerisms to 
run riot. He over acts as greatly as Mrs. 
Brune. What the both of them need is 
finish. If Mr. MacDowell could not acquire 
it under the tutelage of Fanny Davenport, 
the task is apparently hopeless. For Mrs. 
Brune there is a bright prospect. 

As for the play itself it is a great relief 
after the wishy-washy efforts that have 
crowded the stage of late. It is as strong 
in lines, situations and climaxes as any 
Sardou has written it tells a 
Byzantium under the Emperor Justinian, 
and the picture is faithfully and carefully 
portrayed. As presented at the Olympic it 
is elaborately staged, and the gowns worn 
by Mrs. Brune must’ have costa’ pretty 
penny.
